HINTS AUOUT MILKING.—Always uitiuugo 


to have a cow eating when she is being 
milked, and wheii thus occupied she lets 
down hor milk freer, and is loss liable to 
kick or move about than when she cnu give 
her whole attention to the milker. It is 
best to niilk.diagonal tents at the samejtime, 
but always take hold of tho off teats first, for 
if tbo cow is going to kick at all. she will 
'kick first from the side you commence to 
milk. In milking diagonal teats the lefl 
hand serves as ft fonder in case she kicks or 
steps about. Tho best stool is made by 
ntiiiiug a piece of 3x4x1 foot, aud the knees 
fire the most convenient buckle-holder. Gel 
close under tho cow; work the bucket well 
under the udder ,and the milk will not bo 
near so apt to bo spilled as when you pul 
tho bucket on the floor, and sit off as far as 
possible. Milk quickly, steadily, gently, 
aud never luavo a cow until you have her 
last drop.

her or beat her.
